1 . Claim 1 is presented for examination. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described In a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

3. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Rivette et 
al. (US 5623,679), herein after referred as Rivette. 

4. As to claim 1, Rivette teaches a method and system for creating and 
manipulating text and image documents in electronic form for display, comprising: 

a database (UNIX database 11 and library 30 of Fig. 1) having stored therein at 
least one intellectual asset protocol (SGML, which specifies the data rules and formats 
for the Equivalent File, maybe utilized to create a compound document that contains 
both the Equivalent File and bit scanned images of tables, flowcharts, equation, etc). 
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wherein said at least one intellectual asset protocol defines at least one data exchange 
set of rules and formats (types of synchronization information) for a type of intellectual 
asset data object (patent documents) (Rivette, Fig. 1, C11: L36-67, CI 2: LI -8, CI 7: 
L40-67 andC18: LI -54); and 

at least one engine, wherein said at least one engine determines whether an 
intellectual asset data object of said type conforms to said intellectual asset protocol 
(Rivette, C21: L3-37).
